Gibraltar, 1779 

Dear Brother, 

I Should think myfelf wanting in af- 
fedtion and gratitude, did 1 not favor you 
with the particulars of every thing deferving 
notice, during the approaching Siege; but 
circumftanced as I am, and being conftantly 
under arms, or with working parties, many 
matters of a trifling nature, will efcape my 
knowledge; you will therefore not expedfc 
this Journal to be elaborately filled with tri- 
vial daily occurrences, but depend upon re- 
ceiving a full account of every tranfadtion of 
a public nature; iluch as the enemy's moti- 
ons, firings ; veflels engaged, taken, efcaped, 
failed, arrived ; batteries eredted, deftroyed, 

' A council of war being held yefterday, at Sept. 
the Convent, at which the field officers anci iath 
aaval commanders affifted, it v/2& 
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i 779 u n animoufly, to commence a cannonade on 
Sept. the enemy, and accordingly this morning 
^having previoufly withdrawn our advanced 
guards from Bay Side, and Forbcs's) we o- 
pencd our batteries on the enemy, beginning 
at Rock Gun down to the Mole Head, em- 
ploying every gun that could poffibly bear 
upon them. An officer's lady, whom curi- 
ofity had excited to the batteries, was pnpou- 
raged to discharge the firlt gun. and having 
taken the lighted match, (with an intrepidity 
not peculiar to the fex) Gen. Eliott, pronoun- 
ced in a true heroic ftyle " Britons ftrikc 
home", and immediately every battery and 
angle bellowed with rage, and foamed with 
deftru&ion 

At the firft difcharge our £hot dropped 
/hort, fo that their advanced guards had 
tinic to efcape to their lines, and their pre* 
cipitate retreat almoft occafioned a general 
laugh, to view the Dons tumbling otic over 
another, as they fled from the (bowers of 
(1)0 1. When the enemy had reached their 
line?, we gave more elevation to our guns, 
and Fort Barbara and St. Philippe received a 
heavy cannonade, nor were any part < f the 
Spanifh lines ncgle&ed. As I came up the 
(treefc about two hours after, from Water— 
port, (having been the pieccding day and 
night on duty at that poft) 1 could not but 1 
remark the timidity and fearful apprehenfion' 
pSdtured in the countenances o£ ufaafoV 
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tants, as they were held in cxpe&ation 0^779 
as furious a return from the enemy. TheSept. 
Jews and Jcweffes exhibited the moft de- 
scriptive amazement, accompanied with fig- 
nificant (hrugs, and eyes railed to the ikies ; 
with nimble fteps they took (belter at the 
fouthward, leaving their houfes and effefts. 
{except fuch as were .of convenient carriage) 
cxpoied to the dangers that muft have enfued 
had the enemy opened upon us. About four 
in the afternoon we began to throw (hells 
into their forts, and the enemy who had le- 
- Cured Ibme indifferent flielter from our (hot, 
qow found themfelves mod inconveniently 
annoyed, as we often perceived that they 
* appeared in diforder. 

A heavy and mceflant fire all night. The 1 3th 
k enemy appear to be in motion, and our ex- 
\ pedations lead us to imagine that, about 
»oon they will return the compliment. The 
fearful inhabitants, who flickered at the 
fouthward, cannot be perfuaded to return, 
hut feem happy in their minds, that they 
are out of the reach cf the foe. 'Twass ob- 
ferved tOnc'ay, that their forts have received 
fbme damage from our firings. 

No return from the enemy. The uneafi- 14th 
nefs of the people feems kfs predc m nant, 
and: they now venture to return to their ha- 
bitation* in town.

Wheii I 
we firft received the account 'June 21ft)' [ 
from General Mendoza, Commandant at . ^ 
Santa Roque, of the commencement of hof- 
tilities, between their Catholic and Britari-; . 
nic Majefties, itoccafioned a general rumour 
in the garrifort ; the governor and officers - 
aflembled on the Grand Parade, and every 3 
tongue was employed in deliveringtheir opi-f 
nions : Our advanced guards and lines weref j 
reinforced, and detachments of the picquets j 
fenttothe weakeft places, as we conclude^ - 
that the enemy would endeavour to furprizc [ 
the place. v \ 
Hoftilities being thus commenced, Gen. ; 
Eliott, with the advice of the .navel corri-^ , 
mandcr, iflued letters of marque, to feveral^ 
privateera in this port, who immediately/ 
went out and captured fome fmall prize's,- 
with wine, brandy, and other neceflaries; - 
that will be much wanted : but on the 26th 
of July, Pon Barcello, with two line of bat - : ; 
tie (hips, two frigates, one xebec; and feveral 1 
galleys, anchored off Cabritta Point, to keep. 1 
the port blockaded. Our cruizes were un-; 
der the neceflity of returning to the bay, and 
arc now laid up, as the enemy are ever*,

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too weak to offer an oppofition.. It is cur- 177c 
rently reported that Spain's intention is, bySept 
famine, to oblige us to filrrender ; you may 
therefore conclude, that while the enemy 
remain mafters of the Straits of Gibraltar, 
our fituation will be exceedingly difagreea- 
ble,x and we (hall be greatly neceflitated for 
refreftiments. - - 

Our Governor is indefatigable in improv- 
ing the works, particularly thofe on the 
heights of the hill, mod convenient to annoy 
the enemy and prevent their approaches. 
The unthinking part refledt upon him, for 
being fparing of the provifion, and taking 
part of the merchants ftofes for the king's 

The enemy are very aflidious ; many work 20th 
ing parties employed, but we cannot form 
any judgment of what they are doing. To 
day a fettee, that feemingly flood for the bay, 
with wind at W. was conduced byBarcello's 
criiizers to Algaziras : — This circumftance 
makes us rather uneafy, as we fear that many 
more will (hare the fame fate. Defeited, a

Laft night the enemy were exc^y^j 
hard at work, our batteries ^o\jk*& ^wiv^ 
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I779thfem a liberal diftribution of fhells, but nou 
Ott. withftanding, they completed their opera- 
tion, and this morning expofcd to our view 
. three new batteries, two of fourteen and one 
' of feven guns, conftrudted for playing upon 
our lines, Landport and Waterport. 
30th No profpedt of relief: We begin to think 
England has forgot that fuch people are in 
cxiftance. The enemy are quiet, but ex- 
ceeding watchful, and labour much at their 
approaches; we cannot form any judgment 
of what they are doing : We keep up a fire 
upon them. 

This day the Peace and Plenty privateer 
being chafed to the eaftward by a frigate 
and two row gallies, wind at S. E. unfor- 
tunately run afhore between the Devil's 
Tower and Fort Barbara. Our batteries 
commenced a brifk cannonade on the fort, 
and difmbi^nred feveral of their guns, buc 
notwithflanding, the enemy poured into her 
a prodigious quantity of round and grape 
fhot; theboatfwain had his right thigh fhot 
off and died foon after. The captain find- 
ing it impoffible to get her off the bed of find 
where (he had run aground, and grape fhot 
coming in a continual fhower from the ene- 
my, he arid his crew having took out a few 
thingsi in their hands abandoned her and came 
in at Landport. She was detached by General 
JMurray from Minorca to view our fauation, 
^fcfrfc g if any fuppliea were cgms 
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land. She had token feveral prizes to ihei 
eatiward, and relates that the troops at Mi- * 
norca arc In good health, and want nothing 
but cloathin^. 

The enemy kept all ni-ht a fire upon the - 
unfortunate privateer, they have greatly lhat- * 
rered her hull and rigging, fo that Hie will 
never be fit for lea again. The enemy feem 
to he making preparations for a vigorous at- 
tack, they have begun forming feveral bomb 
batteries. Our lire is without intermiilion, 
which theenemy patiently bear. Scveialof 
our howitzer (hells fell among their work- 
ing parties and killed a great number. Ge- 
neral Eliott continues to increale the forti- 
fications ; and working parties from each 
regiment in the garrifon, arc employed in 
eredling traverfes in different parts of the 
ftreets to fhelter the troops, and inhabitants, 
from the enemy's (hot whenever they open 
their batteries. We have not received any 
fupplies either from England, Portugal, 
Tangier, Tetuan or Minorca, nor has a fhip 
appeared but the Peace and Plenty (landing 
for the bay. The Spanifli cruizers keep 
hovering in the Offing. We wait the arrival 
of a fleet with impatience.

Dear Brother, 
* 779 HE enemy latt night fired a carcafs into 
Nov. the privateer which rup aground the 
ift# 30th ult. and in a few hours (he was confum- 
ed. The enemy contiuue to work, and we 
continue to fire. Proyiftan is getting extra- 
vagantly dear and fcarce : Fi& and flour are 
the chief fuppori of the inhabitants. A fmail 
flring of filh, (about the fi2e of alargefprat, 
eight in number) cofts five or rials, up- 
wards of two (hillings Englifh. 

This day the baker* ihut their doors, and 
delivered the bread thrp* a wicket, protedted 
by a guard, as the crowds were fo prefSng f 
that they were under the apprchenfion of 
their houfes being pulled down— r-the flour 
they hav? in hand will not laft, according to 
computation, more than two months. Ant. 
Smilie, a capital Genoefe baker, allured mc, 
he had only 1 8 barrels of flour to ferve him* 
felf, family, and the public. The Gover- 
nor has ordered them to bake but a ilipulated 
quantity daily. 

It is really grievous, to" fee the lighting 
of the people for a morfel of bread, at a price 
not to be credited by ihofe who never knew 
hardlhip or their country's fervice. Men 
ivrciUing, wonien intreating, and children 
crying, a jargon of all Vau^u^w ^tow^ 
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pouring forth their complaints. You would 1779 
think fenfibility would (hed a tear ; but yet Nov. 
when we are in equal dith*efs ourfelvcs, our 
feelings for others rather fubfide. Compaf- 
fion is very extenfivc but felf-preftrvation 
(huts out all condolement. 

This diy arrived a two-decker from the 6th. 
vcft f and anchored between Cabritta and the 
battery at Algaziras. Several fmall craft alfo 
arrived. 

Every thirty continues quiet— the enemy 19th, 
keep bufily at work at their bomb batteries. 
Sailed a frigae fr m Algaziras to Ceuta. 

1 his morning we cbi\ rved the enemy had 28th 
recalled their woiking parties from tjic lines 
and that they were forming forufications, 
extending from Fort St Phrllipe to Point 
Ne ro, as a defence and o ver for their 
camp $ this gives us the alluring h( pes that 
they have fomc intimation of our fleet being 
at fea. It would be a glori< us fight to fee 
them routed and their can p deftroytd. Our 
batteries are not idle, but keep a veil di- 
rected fire on their forts and late i-ppioacbes.

full of powder, and that a reinforcement of 
French troops are hourly expe&cd.

I Again take the pen to write to you, 1780 
though I aflurc you, our moft fant>uine Jan. 
hopes feem entirely loft. Laft night came 7th* 
in two deferters of the Walloon Guards— 
from the accounts they brin*, we expedt to 
have many more months to fuffer — they iay 
that the Spaniards en^aied our fleet off Cape 
Finifter, that the En li(h were defeated, and 
a great many captured. Yefterday arrived 
Tome fre(h troops in their camp, and this af- 
ternoon, a fmall boat that made a pu(h for 
the garrifon, was taken ( fF Cabritta Point ; 
it is not improbable that (he was detached 
with intelligence for the place, as fhe did 
not appear to be deeply laden. 
' A Neapolitan polacrc, laden with barley, 8th. 
having come within the reach of Europa 
guns, we difcharged a few (hot at her, and 
obliged her to come in ; (he will afford us 
fomc relief -.—Barcello feemed to be very un- 
ealy at her getting in, for he made a fignal 
immediately for a frigate and a xebec, to 
cruize to the eaftward : They pafs'dby with- 
in long gun (hot of the Garrifon.

You cannot, dear Brother, pidture to your- 
(elf the joy of the Garrifon, nor can the moft 
energetic language defcribe it, looking upon 
ourfejves as people reprieved from death, or 
conferences worfe — true Britifli teftimo- 
nials exhibited among the foldiery, over their 
bottle and glafs, and the moft tender and 
Sympathetic emotions among the long-dif- 
trefled srnd fuffering inhabitants. Sordid

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i78obc forgot, and thofe who made a trade of the 
Jan. diftrefics of their fellow brethren, will not 
15th enjoy with tranquility of mind, their ill-got 
gains.

Several Spanifh frigates and xebecs keep

lM Dear Brother, 

THIS day feveral large fettees arrived 1780 
from the eaftward, with timber andSepu 
fafcines, they anchored off the pier at the 3d 
Orange Grove. It is conjedtured they have 
other works in contemplation. Part of their 
cargo was landed this afternoon. 

Laft night two foldiers deferted from Mid-Sept* 
die Hill guard ; they got down the back of 7th 
the rock, which is almoft an entire preci- 
pice. 

The enemy keeps our port blockaded 9th 
much clofer than ever ; about ten of their 
armed cruizcrs arc conftantly under Cabritta, 
fome at Tarifa, about eight near Tangier, 
three or four at Tetuan, fottie aX Ctw&* 
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i78ofcvcral at the Gut's mouth, fo that it is al» 
SepMnoft impofiible for any vcflcl to eicapc: The 
9th gun-boats and galleys form a chain every 
night from Cabritta to"Europa Pointy and in 
the morning return to their anchorage.-- On 
the land fide the enemy are quiet, very few 
working parties employed, their works ap- 
pear to be complete. We have not received 
an ox from Barbary fince^June 12th, and 
every fpecies of provifion is now at a moft 
extravagant price ; 3 turkey cock was fold a 
few days ago for three guineas and an half, 
ducks are one guinea per couple, a goofe il, 
6s. a hen izs. powder fugar is. the pound, 
{bap is. 4»d. charcoal half a guinea for 251b. 
we-ght, oil as. the pint, po»k 2$ 6d. the 
pound, fiih at the rate of i8d. do, fire- wood

Our cartel this day received a Midftiip^ *3<i 
man from Spain, a prifoner of war. It is 
confidently afferted, that the combined fleet 
have taken, off the Madeiras, fifty or fixty 
fail of our outward-bound Weft Indiamen, 
aad fame Eaft India fhips, many of them 
already arrived at Cadiz ; if the account is 
matter of faft, the lofs will be fenfibly felt

lit Although the God of War,« withafpeft 
grim, 

Exulting, ftrides around our ftubborn 
rock,

This forehoon fignals were made, at the 
Spaniih Watch-towers, of an enemy being 
to the caftward--r-a fhip appeared, ftanding 

for the Rock, chafed by two xebecs ; 

two gun-boats pufhed out fronv Algaziras, 

and loon got near her 2 fire immediately 

commenced between them, and continued till * 
fhe came under'Europa guns, without doir 
each other much damage. She proves 
be the Anglicana, letter of marque, of ?6 
guns and 80 men, from Smyrna, laden with 
lilk. A J mall xebec was carried into Alga- 
ziras, with a ^panifh eniign above the Eng- 
li(h ; many arc of opinion that Ihe was a 
Minorca vcflll bound for this place. 

3d Yeiterday evening we had a violent ftorm 
of hail, rain, lightening and thunder; the 
ftorm did not reach the Spanifti camp, or 
they muft have fuff-red conlidcrably. Ar- 
rived a frigate at Algazir?s. 

4th Wind E. Laft night, with a ftifF breeze, 
the Anglicana failed - fro a tattc,*, on her 
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paffagc to England : A Lieutenant embark- 1 780 
cd on bpard her with an etfprefs. Dec. 

The weather having proved rainy and 5th 
boifterous thefc three days part, the enemy 
have not been able to execute any work on 
the ifthmus, nor has any of their cruizers 
made their appearance in the Bay. The 
Governor has ordered the pavement of the 
ftrcets to be dug up as far as South port : 
no inhabitants, befide the foldiery are em- 
ployed in this work, viz. 60 Roman Catho T 
licks, 30 Jews, and 20 Britifli ; the ftonts 
are thrown over the line wall. The inten- 
tion of this, is to prevent the havock that 
would enfue from the explofion of the ene- 
my's (hells, whenever they open from their 
•Retteries, as the great weight they fall buries 
Uiem under the furface of the ground, and 
when they burft, they fcatter whatever is 
near them for 70 or 80 yards around. 

The enemy worked very hard laft night, 8th 
and greatly forwarded their approaches : — 
This morning they fired very brifk on our 
gardeners, who were forced to retire. A 
frigate from the W. has anchored on the 
other fide. 

We fired, this morning, by way of expe- 9th 
riment, from Old Mole Head, fix ten-inch 
ihells out of howitzers, one of which pe-

9th The wind blowing ftrong E. and the fea 
too rough for the gun boats, three fctteef 
arrived from Minorca, and a brig from Leg- 
horn, with wine and other neceffaries.

This 
morning fix pieces of cannon were laid in 
the fand behind the Old Mole. They have 
an elevation of 45 degrees, and it is imagin- 
ed they will fend fhot (red hot, into the ene- 
my's encampment and artillery park, 

15th Laft night the enemy completed their co- 
vered-way $ they have brought it clofe home 
to the Eaft angle of the Tower battery — - 
The weather having proved calm, the Spanish 
cruizers again cover the face of the bay, 

1 6th The enemy toft night, began another line 
of approach, extending from the left of the 
Tower batter), tpwards the Centie-Stone- 
Guard-houfe.

Several writings were found in his 
poffeflion, infenbed to a Spanilh officer, to- 
gether with a plan of the garrifon. fewed up 
in a coarfe cloth. Among other j^ilag -s

Jan, will terminate with vidtory to Old England, 
loth This day under flag of truce, the two 
Moorifti galleys, that arrived the 29th of 
laft month, were conducted from Algaziras 
to this place ; they have brought Conful 
Logie, and the Britifh families and Jews 
from Tangier. We learn that hoftilities are 
commenced by the Barbarians againft us, 
and that the Emperor of IVJorroco has fold . 
the ports of Tangier ancj Tetuan, to His 
Catholick Majefty ; by this means the ene- 
my conclude Gibraltar their own, and that 
famine will compel us to capitulate. I hope 
their expectations will be fruftrated, and that 
in fpite of the united efforts of our foes, the 
Britifti enfigns will ever be kept flying here.

entrance of the lines, as many covered carts 
have bsen obferved pafling there. 

This iftonth has finifhed without being

Arrived a Tufcan polacre, and the Tartar 1 8th 
cutter from Minorca, with brandy and car- 
xivancts. A xebec #ood over from Ceuta, 
but too late to prevent their 
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Ycfterday evening, the Tofcah polacre 
Mar.failed on her paflage to Lifbon, but theene- 
22d my took her in the night, and this morning 

carried her into Algaziras. 
26th Came in a half-xcbec, (a prize) taken by 
one of the Minorca privateers. She fays* 
the French frigates fo clofefy watch the en- 
trance into the harbour, that it is almoft im- 
poffible for a veffel, coming in or going out* 
to efcape. 

*9«h Laffc night, (wind W. N. W.) the En- 
terprize frigate failed from hence, on her paf- 
lage to Minorca. The repeated intelligence, 
of the French having blockaded that port, 
occafioned her departure, and we flatter QUI- 
felves, when (lie arrives there, our force Will 
be equal to theirs, the Brilliant and Minor- 
ca frigates being already on that ftation. 

This forenoon a brig, half-bay over, was 
taken by the enemy's cruizers,-— the crew, 
being nine in number, efcaped in a boat — - 
they mention, " That the Britifli fleet had 
twice put to fea, but was farced to return, 
owiag to bad weather and contrary winds." 
They brought fome poultry in their boat, 
which will afford them a prefent fupply — 
' the fowls fold for four dollars each, equal to 
twelve (hillings and nine-pence ; pigeons, 
three dollars per couple, equal to nine (hiJ-

We feem to b~ another people— 
the very atmofphere is changed-- no deprefli- 
oa of fpirits--every countenance is adorned 
with fatisfa&ory fmiles — a focial greeting of 
friends and acquaintances, with overwhelm- 
ing extacy, accoft each other, 44 Dear frienc^; 
all pur wznts will ftiortly he fup^Vved " 
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i^St This morning two fire- (hips were remove 
Apr.ed from Algaziras towards Cabrittst Point, 
3d intended by the enemy to rttii in among 6uf 
fleet : Three othert are At Orange Grdve, 
and feveral ready in the rivers. We are 
rather apprehenfive of their being a great 
annoyance to oar flapping. 
4th Laft night failed the St. Firmin (loops the 
Brilliant's tender, and afettee, for Minorca. 
Two xebecs immediately put to fca in pur*- 
fuit of them, with a fine breeze at W. — - 
The enemy are very bufy on the oppofite 
fide, in getting their fire (hips out of the 
rivers. 

6th This evening four arrrted boftts* compofed 
of a detachment of five men from each re-' 
giment, under the command of a naval of- 
ficer, proceeded from the New Mole, on 
an expedition* to cut out the twtf fire fhips 
which lay at anchor under Cabrirta.

It is remarkable, notwithitand- 
ing the heavy cannonade, not a man was 
killed, and only a few wounded. She 
proves to be the Eagle cutter from Glafgow, 
but b ings no account about the fleet. 
1 2th Laft night, between eleven and twelve 
o'clock, came in the Kite cutter 5 (he being 
challenged by the officer of the Mole guard, 
loudly anfwered, " from the fleet," which 
immediately fpread like wild-fire through- 
out the garriion; Morpheus refigned his 
fovcreignty, and flumber was forgotten 5 
each found fufncicnt employ and fatisfadticn 
in converfing on the interfiling fubjcdt. — 
We conjectured in the evening the Britifh 
fleet was near at hand, as. the enemy's towers 
and coaft were greatly illuminated, and a 
number of rockets thrown up at Cabritta. 
---At fix this morning, the fleet appeared 3$ 
thick as a wood, ftanding for the garrifon, 
with a gentle breeze at S. W. a fhout of joy 
inftantly cnfued from every corner, battery, 
and height, on thedifcovery. — About nine, 
eighteen of the enemy's gun boats fallied 
out from Algaziras, but kept pretty well 
under the land 3 at ten they began a brifk 
fire from the boats and battery at the poiiit, 
upon our (hipping ;— two frigates bore down 
upon them, and played fo warmly, that the 
enemy made to land. The battery at Sand- 
bay, and the Ifland at Algaziras (mounted * 

vtuh 
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with 42 pounders) endeavoured to annoy 17 8- 
our (hipping, buc to little purpofe, as moft Apr 
of their (hot fell wide. One £hip has juft i2tl 
dropt anchor.— A call to arms prevents my 
further writing, the enemy have opened all 
their batteries on the town ; confufion and 
confternation are every where to be feen!-- 
Adieu, dear brother, 1 mull haften to the 
alarm poft.

The neceflary difpofitions having been 
made by the General, for the defence of the

hand off on duty there— three men killed 
in King's- lines ; one kitted at South-Port, 
by a piece of a (hell that burft in the air. 
Several houfcs arcpn fire*-- the #nemy. arc en- 
deavouring to burn the tranfports and mer- 
chants (hipping, but our men of war keep 
cruizing off Europa. A (hell which enter- 
ed a houfe in Southport-ftreet, in the ex- 
plqfion, blew; ft Genoefe vyopian out of the 
window, but fortunately fhe did not receive 
any other damage than .a bruife by the fall.

led by the burfting of a flu 11 near Southport. 
The inhabitants are terrified to the utmoft, 
and dertitute of every place of theltcr. I 
cannot authentically learn the number alrea- 
dy fallen, but in a town fituate like this, it 
cannot be inconfiderab]e. We retaliate with 
equal warmth upon the foe, who confe- 
quentfy are not exempt from a firare in the 
direful {laughter. The town is deferted by 
all But the foldiery, who now ars left to 
commence merchants, wine-men, butchers, 
bakers, &c. Here a (hell blows off the roof 
of a wine houfe, the troops hafte to partake 
of the confumihg fpoil, regardlefs of life or 
limb, they drink brifky round, " Deduc- 
tion to the enemy."

A 
corporal had his head (hot off as he was cal- 
ling from a window to a man in the ftreet.

A Genoefe youth, endowed with every grace 
and amiable qualification, on the point of 
nuptial celebration, was unfortunately killed, 
to the irremoveablc grief of his enamoratto, 
A (hot killed two foldiers, one of which was 
brufhing his (hoes for guard. Our people 
are allidious unloading the (hipping, as the 
fleet 
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fleet is not intended to remain long here. 1 78.1 
We work day and night to get the provifion Apr, 
landed; one party works tram fun-rile to 15th 
: fun-jfet, and another from fun-fit till fun- 
rife, The town is laid in a ftate of deflati- 
on, the greateft part burnt down to the 
ground. 

I cannot, dear Brother, omit penning an 
entertaining converfation I had with a fol- 
dier in Irilh-town yefterday. I met Jack 
sCarelefs in the ftreet, finging with uncom- 
mon .glee, (notwithftanding the enemy were 
•firing with prodigious warmth) part of the 
old long, 

" A foldier's life, is a merry life, 
" From care and trouble free." 

He ran to me with eagernefs, and pre-

king the Dons : — Plenty of good liquor for 
-currying away—never was the price fo cheap 

— -fine iiufF— enough to make a mifer quit 
ihis gold."

.philofopher, or yearly almanack maker, to

•been conftantly on foot and watch, half 
.itarv'd, and without money, facing a parcel

and now my bottle (brandiftiing it in the 
air.)

D ear Brother, 
178 1^ I ^HREE days more elapfed without any 
Nov. X particular circumftance intervening, 
3d nor has the enemy appeared to be fo attentive 
to their labours. The Siege is continued 
by our opponents, who adopt every meafure 
to diftrefs us, not ^ith (landing which, the 
Britifli troops, apparently, difregard the 
threat'ning foe, who thunder forth their 
vengeance every hour.

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The garrifon are very much afflicted with 1 781 
the fcurvy, owing to their fait diet, andNov. 
bmc of them fo bad, that they have loft the 3d 
'mire ufe of their limbs, and reprefent the 
>idfcure of decripid old age. Our Governor 
as humanely ordered the Direftor of the 
ofpital, to ferve out daily to the furgcons 
f the feveral corps, one pound of onions 
every ten men, and two lemons or oran- 
cs for every man in the fcurvy. This, it 
5 hoped, will contribute greatly to their 
ure. 

The gun and mortar boats came over, 4th 
nd difcharged all their ammunition upon 
be garrifon, while the land batteries took 
art in the cannonade.

?eb. weftward entered the bay and obferving the 
8th lights in the Spanifh camp, fleered for that 
place, imagining it was the town of Gibral- 
tar, The Captain continued his courfc un- 
til he came oppofite to Prince Orange's 
battery, when the officer on duty there, 
challenged the (hip, who anfwered " From 
Corke." The captain difcovering his error, 
and finding he was running under the ene- 
my's batteries, put about, and run aground 
at the back of the Old Mole, where Fort 
Philippe and the Black Battery kept up a 
fire upon her. The Hibernian Captain in 
a jocular manner, endeavoured to apologize, 
for his mifcondudt, by faying, " By J — us, 
he intended to run his (hip up to bis mer- 
chant's ftore-houfe, having heard, when at 
Corke, that we had burnt all the Spanifli bat- 
teries and fpikod up their guns, and that he 
imagined he might anchor in any part of the 
bay with fafety." This was alluding to the 
fally made 27th of November, iy$i, which 
was fo much noifed throughout England 
and Ireland, and by way of reminding us, 
that we had not done as much as was boafted 
in the papers.
